State Dept. Bans 
Travel In Hungary 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (/Ph-T h e’ 
United States, in a quick counter­ 
blow at Hungary for “fining” four 
U. S. fliers, today forbade Amer­ 
icans to travel in Hungary and 
ordered the immediate closing of 
Hungarian consulates in Cleveland 
and New York. 
These are the only separate con­ 
sulates Communist Hungary has rn 
the United States. The legation 
here, which will remain open, has 
consular powers. 
Secretary of State Acheson, an­ 
nouncing the action, said the Amer­ 
ican people are “rightfully indig­ 
n an t” over Hungary jailing 
the 
American airmen. The four were 
released today after their govern­ 
m ent had ransomed them with pay­ 
m ent of $120,000 in fines, and Ache­ 
son made his announcement as soon 
as official word th at they had 
reached safety in Vienna had been 
received. 
“Normal Right” Denied 
“Our patience is not inexhaust­ 
ible,” said Achcson. 
He said the retaliatory action on 
American travel in Hungary and 
operation of Hungarian consulates 
in this country was taken because 
“the Budapest regime has ignored 
the basic rules of long-established 
International conduct.” 
He noted th at American officials 
in Hungary were denied the “normal 
right” of visiting the airmen rn 
jail. He said that this nullified the 
reciprocal basis of the exchange of 
consular privileges. 
Sen. Hickenlooper 
(R-Iowa), a 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
member, suggested th at the State 
D epartm ent,“now seriously consider 
breaking off diplomatic relations 
and economic contacts cf all kind 
with Hungary.” 
“You can’t have diplomatic re­ 
lations with bandits,’’ the senator 
told a reporter. “We should treat 
them as disreputable and dishonor­ 
able people.” 
Reversal Is Explained 
The New York and Cleveland 
consulates aire the ones the U. S. 
permitted to reopen last April when 
Robert A. Vogeler, American busi­ 
nessman, was freed by Hungary 
after 17 months in jail as a “spy 
The U. S. also agreed then to vali­ 
date the passports of private Amer 
lean citizens who may wish to travel 
to Hungary. 
The State Department at that 
time, however, laid the basis for to­ 
day’s reversal. It stated then that 
it was “the expectation of this gov­ 
ernm ent that the Hungarian gov­ 
ernm ent’s observance of consular 
rights and the rights of American 
citizens will be in accord with the 
international law and practice and 
with the provisions of existing treat­ 
ies between the U. S. and Hungary.”

ERDING AIR BASE. Germany, 
Dec. 28 *-Pi— Haggard but jubilant, 
four American fliers freed upon 
payment of $120,000 after 40 days 
of captivity in Communist Hungary 
were returned by plane to their 
home base here tonight amid the 
cheers of relatives and buddies. 
Hungary turned th em ' loose at 
the Austrian frontier today about 
two hours after the United States 
government handed over the $120,- 
000—labeled as fines by a Hun­ 
garian court which convicted them 
as border violators, but acknowl­ 
edged as ransom in the West. 
Lt. Col. Wilbert E. St. John, Bel­ 
laire, Ohio, piloted the C-47 trans­ 
port which brought the four from 
Tulin 
airport, near 
Vienna. The 
C-47 was a twin to their old trans­ 
port, which was forced down in 
Hungary by Soviet fliers Nov. 19. 
The fliers’ case brought relations 
between Washington and Budapest 
nearer the breaking point.

$2-Per-Month 
Assessment Is 
Levied By UMW 


SCRANTO N, Pa., Dec. 28 UP)— 
Effective next Tuesday, a $2-per- 
month special assessment for at 
least three months — and possibly 
longer—will be levied on the more 
than 475,000 members of the United 
Mine Workers of America in the 
United States, the Scranton Times 
said today. 
First news of the estimated $950,- 
000 monthly assessment—the second 
in l l months—was received by local 
union officers yesterday in an of­ 
ficial circular dated Wednesday in 
Washington, the newspaper report­ 
ed. The circular was signed 
by 
President John L. Lewis, Vice Presi­ 
dent Thomas Kennedy and Secre­ 
tary Treasurer John Owens. 
A $20 February-March special as­ 
sessment was ordered by the miners’ 
international board following the 
negotiations of a $1.6o a day wage 
boost in both the anthr^ ite and 
bituminous coal fields eanier this 
year. That assessment brought in 
$9,500,000 into the union’s treasury, 
it was estimated. The purpose of 
the February-March assessment was 
“ to build up financial bulwarks to 
ward off the onslaughts from our 
adversaries,” the union said. 
The 75,000 anthracite miners in 
Pennsylvania will contribute an esti­ 
mated minimum of $450,000 under 
the 
assessment 
setup 
while 
the 
union’s 400,000 bituminous miners 
w ill pay an estimated minimum of 
$2,400,000, 
over 
a 
three-month 
period. 
The circular states that the $2 
monthly assessment is “ to be in 
effect for the duration of the pre­ 
sent agreements in the anthracite 
and bituminous districts.” The earl­ 
iest termination date of the con­ 
tracts with the anthracite and soft 
coal operators is April I. 
The assessment period was seen 
by some anthracite region observers 
as probably precluding the possibil­ 
ity of the rumored memorial period 
during that time by all U M W mem­ 
bers in tribute to 119 men killed in 
the West Frankfort, 111., bituminous 
coal mine disaster last Friday. 
It was learned that the interna­ 
tional executive board of the miners 
union decided on the special as­ 
sessment at a meeting in Washing­ 
ton on Dec. 19.

T h e fo u rth day a fte r C hristm as is a historic d a te 
fo r A m ericans playing an active p a rt in p erh ap s th e 
larg est if n o t th e oldest lay C h ristm as m ovem ent in 
th e U nited S tates—th e Y oung M en's C h ristian As­ 
sociation. T he first YMCA in th e U nited S ta t es w as 
established in th e chapel of Old South M eeting House 
ip B oston a h u n d red years ago, on D ecem ber 29, 1851. 
A YMCA in M ontreal h ad been established 34 days 
earlier. An in te rn atio n a l convention held in C leveland 
in Ju n e of th is y ear celebrated th e jo in t cen ten aries. 
T he now w orld-w ide society was founded in L on­ 
don in 1844. T he aim of George W illiam s (he w as la te r 
k n ig h ted ) an d th e l l o th ers w ho m et w ith him to 
organize th e society w as "th e im provem ent of th e 
sp iritu al co n d itio n ” of young m en in th e drapery an d 
o th e r trad es.” T he need th e n w as essentially u rb an , 
rap id in d u strializatio n w as bringing m ore an d m ore 
young m en to cities w here they h ad no ties. 
A fter a h u n d red years in th e U nited S tates th e 
YMCA, fo r all its cam ps,' its ru ral b ran ch es and its 
fa r-flu n g sem i-m issionary activities, rem ain s essen­ 
tially an u rb an organization. T he society now boasts 
som e 1,700 associations—w ith alm ost tw o m illion m em ­ 
bers—b u t m ost of these groups are centered in city 
areas. 
Some 140 railro ad "Y ’s ” on som e 40 rail lines still 
th rive. City associations sponsor som e 125 in d u strial 
m an ag em en t clubs. Allowing for a recen t tren d to ­ 
w ard a d u lt education an d social relations, th e YMCA 
fo r m an y years h a s served chiefly m iddle-class bo>s 
an d young m en. T his despite th e fac t th a t m ore th a n 
IO p er cen t of th e m em bership is m ade up of girls an d 
w om en. 
T h e “Y” claim s 19 d eg ree-g ran tin g colleges—or 
w hich th e best know n is Springfield College, proving- 
g round of m an y an association secretary —an d m ore 
th a n 100,000 stu d en ts. In addition th ere are m ore th a n 
400 college YMCA’s, an d alm ost 10,000 H i-Y ’s (or h ig h 
school associations). 
T h e YMCA h a s h ad an Im pressive w ar record. T h e 
Civil w ar d isrupted th e moveTnent in th e U nited S t?tes 
considerably, a n d th e surviving organizations w orked 
m ostly w ith soldiers in th e field. D uring W orld W ar I 
th e YMCA "o p erated in every place w here A m ericans 
tra in ed o r served,” an d h an d led n in e -te n th s of th e 
w elfare work am ong A m erican forces in Europe. 
T he role of th e "Y ” in W orld W ar I in o p eratin g 
post exchanges—to free officers a n d m en fo r active 
service—w as m isunderstood by som e soldiers w ho com ­ 
plained th a t o th e r w elfare org an izatio n s provided 
th e ir services free. T he "Y ” w ound up by selling som e 
com m odities a t less th a n cost, an d th an k fu lly tu rn e 
th e PX Job over to th e arm ed services a fte r th e A rm is­ 
tice. An Arm y Investigation in 1919 cleared th e “Y o 
all ch arg es ag ain st it. Today, as in W orld W ar II th e 
YMCA provides recreatio n fo r servicem en as p a rt o 
th e U nited Services O rganization. 


No More Penny Post Cards 


T h e o n e-cen t p ost card goes on Ja n u a ry I, 1952, 
th e w ay of th e fiv e-cen t trolley ride, th e fiv e-cen t 
cigar, th e nickel beer. In raisin g ch arg es fo r special 
m ail services th e 1951 session of C ongress doubled th e 
ra te for "postals,” effective on th e first day of th e 
th ird m o n th a fte r th e e n a ctm e n t of th e bill. 
T h e a d m in istratio n h a d asked postal ra te In­ 
creases to cover th e actu al cost of postal service 
aside 
from th e cost of carry in g governm ent m ail an d su b ­ 
sidies to airlines. T he add itio n al revenue needed w as 
$361 m illion a year. 
T he e x tra revenue provided by th e bill as passed 
w as estim ated a t less th a n h a lf th a t am ount. M ore­ 
over, Congress la te r g ran ted pay increases to postal 
w orkers a t a n estim ated cost of $250 m illion a year. 
E xcept fo r a brief period d u rin g W orld W ar I, th e 
governm ent h a s charged a pen n y each for post card s 
since th e first g o v ern m en t-p rin ted p ost card w as is­ 
sued on M ay I, 1873. A uthorized by Congress in 1872, 
'tihe cards w ere to be of "good stiff paper. ’ T hey w ere 
being provided "to facilitate correspondence an d to 
.provide for th e tran sm issio n th ro u g h th e m ail of 
m essages, orders, notices, a n d o th er sh o rt com m unica­ 
tio n s eith er p rin ted or w ritten in pencil or ink.” 
So-called "p riv ate”post cards w ere n o t authorized 
a t th e o n e-cen t ra te u n til 1898. The ra te for all post 
card s w as tw o cen ts from N ovem ber 3, 1917 to July, 
,1919, as p a rt of a general w artim e raise in postal rates. 
The* ad d itio n al gross revenue realized—$44V2 m illion 
..in 1918, m ore th a n $71 m illion in 1919—did n o t go to 
m eet postal costs b u t w as paid directly to th e T reasury. 
To help defray costs of p ap er an d p rin tin g , an d 
also to encourage com m ercial use of privately p rin te d 
eards, Congress h as now provided a IO per cent ad d i­ 
tional ch arg e on g o v ern m en t-p rin ted cards sold in 
q u an tities of 50 or m ore. 
T his h a s created quite a stir in direct m ail a d ­ 
v ertisin g circles, a n d also am ong various associations, 
•> clubs an d lodges w hich use large num bers of the p re ­ 
se n t o n e-cen t p ost cards. 
T he situ atio n is confused by th e price d ifferen tial. 
T h e p u rch aser of 49 cards or less can buy th em fo r a 
fla t two cen ts each, b u t th e p u rch aser of 50 or m ore 
m u st pay 2.2 cents each —$1.10 for 50 or $2.20 a h u n d re . 
In reversal of th e usual practice in business circles, 
th e buyer of large q u an tities Is penalized. 
This, of course, will m erely cause additional a n ­ 
noyance to P ost Office p atro n s. U sers of m ore th a n 49 
of th e card s will fin d it expedient—b u t ex asp eratin g 
—to have som eone buy th em 49 a t a tim e, an d th u s 
A save $2 on each 1,000 cards.

Strengthening 
Weak Knees 


Few laymen have heard about the 
quadriceps muscle, yet this struc­ 
ture is one of the largest and most 
im portant of the body. It occupies 
most of the space called the thigh 
which, on sitting down, becomes the 
lap. 
The chief function of this 
muscle is to straighten the leg and 
keep the knee from buckling when 
standing 
upright or 
carrying 
a 
heavy load. 
Despite its size, the quadriceps 
has no staying power. 
W ith in­ 
activity, this muscle loses strength 
faster than any other in the body. 
Weakness occurs in those who re­ 
main in bed for a long time because 
of illness or injury. 
The Invalid 
may find th at the knees are too 
weak to bear weight when he gets 
out of bed for the first time and 
months may pass before full power 
returns. This is avoided by making 
a concerted effort to strengthen the 
structure thru appropriate exercise 
while still in bed. 


The quadriceps is so named be­ 
cause it has four origins. One set 
of fibers is attached to the pelvic 
bones and the three others to the 
outer, front, and central parts of 
the large thigh bone. The muscle 
converges, as it passes in a down­ 
ward direction, into a large tendon 
which extends over and includes 
the kneecap, and then proceeds to 
fasten to the larger bone on the 
lower leg. Contracting the muscle 
‘ strengthens the leg and locks tho 
knee to prevent it from bending. 
No wonder 
the 
individual 
feels 
wobbly when the structure is weak. 
Walking up and down stairs is most 
difficult 
because 
the 
quadriceps 
helps to lift the leg on ascending 
stairs and steadies it when descend­ 
ing. 
Victims frequently complain, 
“I feel all right but my knees are 
weak.” Others have been heard to 
remark, “The m inute I stand up my 
knees buckle under me.” 
To avoid this condition more a t­ 
tention must be paid to the quad­ 
riceps during convalescence. Those 
who are not allowed to bend the 
knee can contract the muscle w ith­ 
out moving the joint. This is done 
by keeping the heel on the bed 
while attem pting to draw up the 
kneecap. This should be done eight 
to IO times per m inute for five 
minutes every hour in the day. 
When there is nothing wrong with 
the extremity, the leg is stiffened 
and raised off the bed. This m a­ 
neuver also strengthens the quadri­ 
ceps. 
If someone else will hold 
back the leg the value of the exer­ 
cise is enhanced because increased 
resistance 
makes 
the 
extremity 
harder to lift. Patients who are 
permitted to sit up in bed and 
dangle the legs can exercise the 
muscle easily by extending 
and 
flexing the leg at the knee. It also 
is possible to use the other ex­ 
trem ity for resistive force by cross­ 
ing the legs. For greater resistance, 
authorities have recommended con­ 
traptions utilizing 
sandbags 
and 
weights suspended from pulleys. 


The quadriceps also has a ten­ 
dency to weaken whenever the knees 
are injured or affected by such con­ 
ditions as arthritis. No one knows 
why this happens except th at reflex 
changes probably are responsible. At 
any rate, it is advisable to exercise 
the quadriceps, otherwise the con­ 
valescent period may be prolonged. 
Furthermore, the knee suffers be­ 
cause the structure does not have 
the added support to hold it in 
place.

T. R. writes: W hat can you tell 
me about Brill’s disease? I have 
just received this diagnosis. 


REPLY 
This is another name for mild 
typhus fever. It resembles influenza 
and the outlook generally is good. 


THIGH SPASM 
N. R. writes: W hat is the signi­ 
ficance of a spasm in the right 
thigh several times daily? It lasts 
only a few seconds but is extremely 
painful. 


REPLY 
Arthritis, neuritis, poor circula­ 
tion, and injury are possible causes. 


EYE DEGENERATION 
Mrs. B. writes: W hat is retinitis 
pigmentosa? 


REPLY 
A chronic degeneration of the 
retina in which the vision fails 
gradually. Altho the cause is not 
known, a circulatory disturbance is 
suspected and many sufferers are 
helped by drugs that dilate the 
blood vessels.

Top-Notch Attorney General Could Stop Government Corruption; FDR 


Occasionally "Fixed" A Tax Case; Contagious In Truman Administration 


(Ed. Note—The folowinf column in 
Drew Pearson’* wries on tax-wire-pull- 
Ing and government corruption deals 
■with Influence Inside the Roosevelt Ad- 
0 ministration.) 


WASHINGTON—It has frequent­ 
ly been possible, both in Republican 
and Democratic administrations, to 
escape tax-fraud prosecution if you 
are im portant enough and if you 
know the right people. The chief 
difference today is that the Trum an 
adm inistration has gone in for tax- 
fixing on a much broader and lower 
scale. Even unim portant people now 
can get their taxes fixed. 
Several years ago, when Justice 
Tom Clark was attorney general, he 
was informed by his U.S. attorney 
in Los Angeles, Charles H. Carr, 
th at Charlie Chaplin, the famed 
comedian, had a sealed income-tax 
indictm ent hanging over his head 
ever since the Harding adm inistra­ 
tion. It had been kept secret and 
had not been prosecuted. 
Why the Republicans indicted, but 
failed to prosecute, is not known. 
Carr did not prosecute either, and 
later left the U. S. attorney’s office 
to become president of the Del Mar 
Race Track, owned in part by Joe 
Schenck, president of 20th Century- 
Fox. 
Carr, while U.S. attorney, had 
been given the job of investigating 
Schenck and certain other movie 
moguls. And though Schenck event­ 


ually was convicted in New York,, 
Carr later wound up working for 
Schenck in Los Angeles. The other 
movie moguls were not prosecuted 
—why, nobody knows. 
It sometimes happens th at cases 
against men with influence lie dor­ 
m ant for years—sometimes until the 
Statute of Limitations expires. For 
instance, an FBI report on the 
bribe-taking of U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals 
Judge 
M artin T. Manton, 
gathered dust in the Justice Depart­ 
ment—until forthright Frank M ur­ 
phy became attorn’ey general. He 
dusted off the files and sent Judge 
M anton to Jail. 
FDR’s Record 
Incidentally, Joe Nunan, clerk to 
Judge Manton, and later Bob Hen- 
negan’s commissioner of internal 
revenue, bobs up from time to time 
in the background of the current 
congressional tax probe. 
Brank M urphy’s record in the Jus­ 
tice Departm ent illustrates what 
President Trum an could do if he ap­ 
pointed a courageous, crusading at­ 
torney 
general 
such 
as 
Francis 
Biddle or Estes Kefauver. He would 
need no corruption committee or 
Judge Tom Murphy if he made this 
one simple move. A forthright a t­ 
torney general makes all the differ­ 
ence when it comes to corruption in 
government. 
It also illustrates what happened 
The Changed Truman 


Some two months after Mr. T ru­ 
m an became President in 1945 he 
made a remarkable statem ent to 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. It is recorded by the 
General in a book he WTote, “Cru­ 
sade 
in 
Europe,” 
published 
by 
Doubleday Sc Co. From the context 
one infers that the time of the 
conversation was probably Ju n r or 
July, 1945. 
"One day when the President was 
riding with Gen. Bradley and me he 
fell to discussing the future of some 
of our war leaders. I told him th at 
I had no ambition except to retire 
to a quiet home and from there do 
what little I could to help our people 
understand some of the great chan­ 
ges the war had brought to the 
world and the inescapable respon­ 
sibilities th at would devolve upon us 
all . . . 
"I shall never forget the Presi­ 
dent’s answer. Up to th at time I 
had m et him casually on only two or 
three occasions. I had breakfast with 
him informally and had found him 
sincere, earnest, and a mosi plea­ 
sant person with whom *» deal. 
Now, in the car, he suddenly turned 
toward me and said: ’General, there 
is nothing th at you may want th at 
I won’t try to help you get. T hat 
definitely and specifically incudes 
the Presidency in 1948.’ ” 
The bearing of th at incident, as 
the present article deals with it, is 
not on whether Gen. Elsenhower 
will be a candidate for the Presi­ 
dency next year; the bearing is on 
the sort of m an President Trum an 
was in 1945. A tenable deduction 
from what he said to Gen. F§en- 
hower is th at Mr. Truman, two 
months after he had succeeded to 
the Presidency through the death 
of Franklin Roosevelt, did not in­ 
tend or wish to run on his own ac­ 
count for a full term In the ensuing 
election that would come In 1948. 
Was Awed By Job 
A related deduction is -that Mr. 
Trum an was at th at time a modest 
and humble man. This is borne out 
by much evidence apparent at the 
time. The appraisal of Mr. Truman, 
then so generally prevailing as to 
be practically universal, was re­ 
flected in current newspaper dis­ 
patches. A typical one, written by 
Mr. Bert Andrews of the New York

Herald Tribune. September 8, 1945, 
said, “The President is humble . . . 
he is awed by the tremendous res­ 
ponsibility th at has been put upon 
him . , 
The spirit of humanity, going with 
awed sense of responsibility that 
was apparent in the Trum an of 
1945 might reasonably have been 
expected to continue. At th at time 
the heaviest of Mr. Trum an’s res­ 
ponsibilities had not decended ui n 
him. It was still assumed th at the 
recently ended war would^be follow­ 
ed by peace, th at Communist Russia 
would cooperate in bringing about 
peace, th at there would be “one 
world” taking form in and symboli­ 
zed by the United Nations. 
The change th at has taken place 
in Mr. Trum an is directly associated 
with the 1948 Presidential election. 
Democratic party leaders said with 
blunt frankness that Mr. Truman 
ought not to be nominated and that 
if nominated he would not be elect­ 
ed. But whatever humility Mr. Tru­ 
man m ight himself feel about his 
adequacy for his office, he obviously 
resented low appraisal of his ade­ 
quacy by others. To Mr. Trum an the 
Missouri saying “show me” became 
'T il show ’em!” 
Admired His Spank 
In a spirit of defiance of party 
leaders who held th at the conven­ 
tion ought not to nominate him, 
Mr. Trum an got the nomination, as 
any President in office can. 
He 
embarked upon a campaign in which 
the dominating spirit was aggressive 
belligerency. Contrary to general ex­ 
pectation and to many specified 
predictions by highly placed author­ 
ities, he won. After his victory it 
was apparent th at a considerable 
contribution to it had been a feeling 
on. the part of some voters who, 
without giving thought to issues or 
other serious m atters, merely ad­ 
mired Mr. Trum an’s “spunk ” 
It would be little wonder if Mr. 
Truman came to feel (fiat spunk’s 
the thing. In any event the country, 
since 1948 election, has had reason 
to-feel th at the present Truman is 
not the Trum an *cf the early days 
of his administration. Utterances 
and actions by him have created an 
impression of qualities and traits 
that do not commonly go with 
humility.

The Law Of The Air 


The questions raised by Hungary’s 
ransom demand on American mili­ 
tary fliers are: 
1. is the United States engaged 
in war with Hungary? If so, do 
the laws of war apply? 
2. If the United States is not 
a t war with Hungary, is that coun­ 
try a neutral in a war in which the 
United States is involved? 
3. If Hungary is a neutral, what 
is the nature of the war and who 
are the belligerents? 
4. Under which laws of nations 
were these fliers seized? 
Since 1919. a vast body of inter­ 
national law and precedent has 
been established governing bellig­ 
erent. neutral and civil aviation. 
According to the 
convention 
ot 
October 13, 1919, signed at Paris, it 
was agreed: 


“The high contracting par­ 
ties recognize that every power 
has 
complete 
and 
exclusive 
sovereignty over the air space 
above its territory. 
“For 
the 
purpose 
of 
the 
present convention the territory 
of a state shall be understood 
as including the national terri­ 
tory, both that of the mother 
country and of the colonies, and 
the territorial waters adjacent 
thereto.” 


under FDR. During the Roosevelt 
administration it was almost im­ 
possible to fix a tax case unless it 
was done right at the top—in the 
W hite House. In the Truman ad­ 
m inistration. the opposite is true. 
While Mr. Truman himself would 
ne ver fix a case, taxes are fixed all 
over the place, and by all sorts of 
people. 
But under Roosevelt, no­ 
body could get by eagle-eyed Henry 
Morgenthau 
or 
crusading 
Frank 
Murphy with a fix, except FDR. 
Some of the most im portant cases 
Roosevelt took a hand in involved 
Boss 
Frank 
McHale, 
Democratic 
national committeeman from In­ 
diana, Brown and Root, the Texas 
contractors 
wrho 
backed 
Lyndon 
Johnson; and Andrew Jackson Hig­ 
gins, the Louisana boat builder. 
“Second Louisiana Purchase” 
There was also the “Second Louis­ 
iana Purchase”—when prosecution 
of certain top politicos was stopped 
dead in its tracks by a phone call 
from the White House. 
This occurred in 1940, after graft 
exposures by the W ashington Merry- 
Go-Round caused Attorney General 
Frank Murphy to prosecute Louis­ 
iana’s Gov. Dick Leche, Democratic 
National 
Committeeman Seymour 
Weiss, president of Louisiana State 
College J. Monroe Sm ith, Abe Shu- 
shan and various others. 
Murphy, who loved to prosecute 
like a hound dog likes to chase rab­ 
bits, was in full chase and deter­ 
mined to draw blood, when some­ 
thing happened. 
I first heard about it from the 
foreman of a grand jury in New 
Orleans who told how John Rogge, 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of the Justice Departm ent’s criminal 
division, was summoned from the 
Jury room by a phone call from 
Washington. The jury was consider­ 
ing a hot oil conspiracy case be­ 
tween Mayor Robert Maestri of New 
Orleans and the late Bill Hells, 
otherwise known as the Golden 
Greek, and a partner of Frankie 
Costello. 
When he came back from th at 
W ashington phone call. Rogge told 
the grand jury that their work was 
over. 
Curious, I asked Frank Murphy 
what had happened. He admitted 
th at he had called Rogge and in­ 
structed him to drop the case. He 
had done this regretfully, he said, 
on orders from the White House. 
The President needed the support of 
the Louisiana delegation to be nom­ 
inated in Chicago. 
Thus was consummated the “Sec­ 
ond Louisiana Purchase.” 
The Old Boat Builder 
The Andrew Jackson Higgins case 
took place at the height of Roose­ 
velt’s 1944 campaign for re-election. 
Andy was chairman of the Business­ 
men for Roosevelt Committee, and 
was slated to make an important 
speech in Philadelphia introducing 
FDR to a big campaign crowd just 
two weeks before election. But the 
night before the speech Higgins got 
word th at Morgenthau’s men had 
found him tax delinquent to the 
tune of about $1,000,000. 
At this point Andrew Jackson 
Higgins became as belligerent as the 
m an for whom he was named. He 
served an ultimatum th at instead 
of introducing the President next 
day he would come out publicly for 
Dewey. For one whole night before 
the Philadelphia speech, Howard 
Hunter, an assistant to Harry Hop­ 
kins, had to sit up holding Higgins' 
hand. 
Finally Henry Morgenthau was 
persuaded to call off 
his men, 
Higgins made his speech, then re­ 
tained Hugh Fulton, counsel to the 
Truman committee and close friend 
of the new vice president. In the 
end Higgins was not prosecuted. He 
paid his taxes in installments. 
These 
cases went 
against the 
grain of such men as Morgenthau 
and honest Howard Ickes. However, 
there were not many of them, and

The Havana Convention of Feb­ 
ruary 20. 1928, to which the Unit­ 
ed States was a party, stipulated: 
‘T h e high contracting parties re­ 
cognize th at every state has com­ 
plete and exclusive sovereignty over 
the air space above its territory and 
territorial waters.” 
Congress, on May 20. 1926, passed 
the Air Commerce Act which laid 
down American fundamental law 
on the subject: 
“The Congress 
hereby 
declares 
th at the Government of the United 
States has, to the exclusion of all 
foreign 
nations, 
complete 
sover­ 
eignty of the air-space over th* 
lands and waters of the United 
States, including the Canal Zone. 
Aircraft a part of the armed forces 
of any foreign nation shall not be 
navigated in the United States, in­ 
cluding the Canal Zone, except in 
accordance with an authorization 
granted by the Secretary of State.” 
In the Havana Convention the 
contracting parties agreed: 
“To 
disarm 
and 
intern 
every 
rebel force crossing their boundar­ 
ies the expenses of internment to 
be borne by the state where public 
order may have been disturbed. The 
arms found in the hands of the 
rebels may be seized and withdrawn 
by the government of the country 
granting asylum, to be returned, 
once the struggle has ended, to the 
state in civil strife.”

This principle is important in 
our difficulties with Hungary 
(although this document doe* 
not apply) because these flier* 
are not rebels against any coun­ 
try, nor can they be called spies, 
they simply lost their way and

ing and on whom were they 
spying? If they were en route to 
Belgrade, and got lost, they 
could not have been spying on 
Hungary.

The 1919 convention, amended in 
1929, required “freedom of innocent 
passage.”

It was generally held 
th at “belligerent aircraft had no 
right to enter neutral jurisdiction. 
Disabled belligerent aircraft, air­ 
craft trying to escape from the en ­ 
emy, aircraft lost in fog or storm, 
were with their personnel forced to 
land 
and 
interned 
by 
neutral 


£t&t?S 
“ ...W hen * belligerent 
aircraft 
passed over neutral territory with­ 
out intending to land, they wer* 
fired at for the purpose of com­ 
pelling them to do so.” 


Is the belligerency of this 
flight 
asserted? 
And 
if 
tho 
plane were that of a belligerent, 
is Hungary a neutral, and what 
is the war? The Havana Con­ 
vention of 1928 and the Panama 
Treaty of 1939 govern this ques­ 
tion of the relations of belliger­ 
ents and neutrals with regard to 
aircraft, but if we think of 
these fliers and their plane in 
these terms, then World War 
III has commenced and Hun­ 
gary is our enemy. This mag­ 
nifies the problem greatly, but 
no 
other 
conclusion 
can bo 
reached in terms of internation­ 
al law. 


On April 18, 1942, an American 
military plane landed near K ha­ 
barovsk, in Siberia, in the territory 
of Sov^t Russia. That country wa* 
then in the paradoxical position of 
being our ally in the European war 
but a neutral in our war with Jap­ 
an. Soviet Russia interned the Am­ 
erican fliers and their plane aa 
belligerents in war flying into neu­ 
tral territory. 
In a word, the Soviet countriea 
know no law and recognize none.

WASHINGTON — International 
blackmail isn’t all on the other 
side of the iron curtain. There is 
a good 
deal 
of 
it on this side. 
Some of the principal ^offenders are 
stockholders of Bolivian tin com­ 
panies who live in Europe and who 
are closely 
identified 
with 
the 
British government and with tin 
interests In Malaya and Indonesia. 
For the biggest hold-up in the 
whole field of raw materials today 
is in tin, for which Bolivia is 
seeking to extort a high price from 
the United States. If granted, such 
a price will send up the cost of 
canned goods in America and other 
articles using tin containers. 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor­ 
poration, headed by Stuart Syming­ 
ton and backed up by the unani­ 
mous recommendations of the Sen­ 
ate 
Preparedness 
Committee, 
of 
which Senator 
Lyndon 
Johnson, 
Democrat, of Texas, is chairman, 
is refusing to bow to the Bolivian 
extortion. 
The facts are shocking in their 
boldness and in their utter dis­ 
regard of the interests of the Ameri­ 
can people. Here are the essential 
points: 


Defaults On Loans 


First, the Bolivian tin production 
Is interwoven in the tax policies 
of the Bolivian government. The 
price of the tin is figured, not on 
the cost of production, but on the 
amount the Bolivian government 
and the rich producers choose to 
collect. It is true that the expenses 
of the Bolivian government are met 
largely out of the tin tax, but, if 
the 
United 
States 
Government 
wants to subsidize a foreign govern­ 
ment, it could be better done by a 
direct grant or loan than by boost­ 
ing the price of raw materials in 
world markets. Bolivia, incidentally, 
has defaulted on every single loan 
made to her by the United States in 
recent years. 
Second, nobody knows how the 
gross Receipts from the tin tax and 
tin sales are split as between the 
Bolivian government and the stock­ 
holder* who, according to London 
financial newspapers, are now get­ 
ting a IOO per cent return on their 
Invested capital and who expect 
even more if the new phases of the 
blackmail should be successful. 
Third, the Bolivian costs of pro­ 
duction-according 
to 
their 
own 
figures—have gone up only 28 per 
cent since Korea, and the RFC, 
which does American buying for 
the stockpile, has been willing to 
raise the pre-Korean price from 
67 cents to $1.12 a pound, which 
includes the Bolivian export tax. 
This has been refused by Bolivia, 
and the Bolivian mining interests 
are demanding $150 and are say­ 
ing. in effect: "America must come 
to us and accept our price.” 
Fourth, 
if 
the 
United 
States 
grants 
the 
Bolivian 
price, this 
automatically fixe* the price for 
tin from Malaya and Indonesia and 


the Belgian Congo even though the 
production costs in each of those 
three areas are much lower than 
in Bolivia. 
Fifth, if a foreign government 
can include an export tax as a part 
of the cost of production of a raw 
m aterial and can increase th at tax 
a t will, the result will be, as the 
Senate committee has pointed out, 
th at a foreign country has been 
given a 
key 
to 
the 
American 
treasury. The export tax has gone 
up IOO per cent, even though cost* 
of production 
haven’t 
gone 
up 
more than 28 per cent. 
Sixth, the RFG has suspended its 
purchases of tin for the American 
stockpile until Bolivia ceases it* 
extortion and comes to an under* 
standing based on sound commercial 
practices rather than gouging. 


RFC Is Balking 


It is apparent th at the Depart­ 
ment of State is giving heed to 
Bolivian government protests and is 
sensitive to Bolivian pressures to 
get the price accepted.

and that, while America should pay 
for tin a fair price th at Includes 
a reasonable 
profit,

reason why the various tin -pro­ 
ducing companies owned by the 
British and other European Inter­ 
ests should hold up Uncle Sam just 
because

is needed 
to 
fight 
communism. 
It is a shameful chapter in in­ 
ternational affairs and, when all 
the fact* come out through Sen­ 
ate 
investigation, 
maybe 
Prim* 
Minister 
Churchill 
will 
discover 
th at the British government will 
have lost in economic aid many 
times the dollars Involved in the 
Bolivian blackmail. For it seem* 
certain th at expressions of resent­ 
m ent will come from Congress when 
the mutual security program Is up 
for further 
appropriations 
next 
year and particularly when aid to 
Britain is considered. 
The whole affair needs a thorough 
airing, and the Churchill govern­ 
m ent might well be the first to 
clean its own house and show the

the "Y" Centennial 


The fourth day after Christmas is a historic date 
for Americans playing an active part in perhaps the 
* 
largest lf not the oldest lay Christmas movement in 
J 
the United States—the Young Men's Christian As- 
) sociation. The first YMCA in the United States was 
established in the chapel of Old South Meeting House 
ip Boston a hundred years ago, on December 29, 1851. 
A YMCA in Montreal had been established 34 days 
* earlier. An international convention held in Cleveland 
! 
in June of this year celebrated the Joint centenaries. 
* 
The now world-wide society was founded in Lon­ 
don In 1844. The aim of George Williams (he was later 
) knighted) and the ll others who met with him to 
* 
organize the society was “the improvement of the 
. spiritual condition” of young men in the “drapery and 
other trades.” The need then was essentially urban: 
rapid Industrialization was bringing more and more 
young men to cities where they had no ties. 
After a hundred years In the United States the 
* 
YMCA, for all its camps, its rural branches and its 
far-flung semi-missionary activities, remains essen- 
■ 
Wally an urban organization. The society now boasts 
some 1,700 associations—with almost two million mem­ 
bers—but most of these groups are centered in city 
areas. 
Some 140 railroad “Y’s” on some 40 rail lines still 
thrive. City associations sponsor some 125 industrial 
m anagem ent clubs. Allowing for a recent trend to­ 
ward adult education and social relations, the YMCA 
for many years has served chiefly middle-class boys 
and young men. This despite the fact th a t more than 
IO per cent of the membership is made up of girls and 
women. 
The “Y” claims 19 degree-granting colleges—of 
which the best known is Springfield College, proving- 
ground of m any an association secretary—and more 
than 100,000 students. In addition there are more than 
40Q college YMCA’s, and almost 10,000 Hi-Y’s (or high 
school associations). 
The YMCA has had an impressive war record. The 
Civil war disrupted the movement in the United States 
considerably, and the surviving organizations worked 
mostly with soldiers in the field. During World W ar I 
the YMCA “operated in every place where Americans 
trained or served,” and handled nine-tenths of the 
welfare work arnold American forces in Europe. 
The role of the “Y” in World W ar I in operating 
post exchanges—to free officers and men for active 
service—was misunderstood by some soldiers who com­ 
plained th a t other welfare organizations provided 
their services free. The “Y” wound up by selling some 
commodities at less than cost, and thankfully turned 
the PX job over to the armed services after the Armis­ 
tice. An Army investigation in 1919 cleared the “Y” of 
all charges against it. Today, as In World War II the 
YMCA provides recreation for servicemen as part of 
the United Services Organization. 


No More Penny Post Cards 


The one-cent post card goes on January I, 1952, 
the way of the five-cent trolley ride, the five-cent 
cigar, the nickel beer. In raising charges for special 
mail services the 1951 session of Congress doubled the 
rate for “postals,” effective on the first day of the 
third month after the enactm ent of the bill. 
The adm inistration had asked postal rate in­ 
creases to cover the actual cost of postal service—aside 
£rom the cost of carrying government mail and sub­ 
sidies to airlines. The additional revenue needed was 
$361 million a year. 
The extra revenue provided by the bill as passed 
was estimated at less than half th a t amount. More­ 
over, Congress later granted pay increases to postal 
workers at an estimated cost of $250 million a year. 
Except for a brief period during World W ar I, the 
government has charged a penny each for post cards 
since the first government-printed post card was is­ 
sued on May I, 1873. Authorized by Congress in 1872, 
'th e cards were to be of “good stiff paper.” They were 
being provided “to facilitate correspondence and to 
.provide for the transmission through the mail of 
.messages, orders, notices, and other short communica­ 
tions either printed or written in pencil or ink.** 
So-called “private’ post cards were not authorized 
a t the one-cent rate until 1898. The rate for all post 
cards was two cents from November 3, 1917 to July, 
,J919, as part of a general wartime raise in postal rates. 
The additional gross revenue realized—$44*4 million 
^Jn 1918, more than $71 million in 1919—did not go to 
m eet postal costs but was paid directly to the Treasury. 
To help defray costs of paper and printing, and 
also to encourage commercial use of privately printed 
cards. Congress has now provided a IO per cent addi­ 
tional charge on government-printed cards sold in 
quantities of 50 or more. 
This has created quite a stir In direct mail ad­ 
vertising circles, and also among various associations, 
•'clubs and lodges which use large numbers of the pre­ 
sent one-cent post cards. 
The situation Is confused by the price differential. 
The purchaser of 49 cards or less can buy them for a 
flat two cents each, but the purchaser of 50 or more 
m ust pay 2.2 cents each—$1.10 for 50 or $2.20 a hundred. 
In reversal of the usual practice in business circles, 
the buyer of large quantities is penalized. 
This, of course, will merely cause additional an­ 
noyance to Post Office patrons. Users of more than 49 
of the cards will find it expedient—but exasperating 
—to have Bornane buy them 49 at a time, and thus 
save $2 on each 1.000 cards.

Strengthening 
Weak Knees 


Pew laymen have heard about the 
quadriceps muscle, yet this struc­ 
ture is one of the largest and most 
im portant of the body. It occupies 
most of the space called the thigh 
which, on sitting down, becomes the 
lap. 
The chief function of this 
muscle is to straighten the leg and 
keep the knee from buckling when 
standing 
upright or 
carrying 
a 
heavy load. 
Despite its size, the quadriceps 
has no staying power. 
W ith in­ 
activity, this muscle loses strength 
faster than any other in the body. 
Weakness occurs in those who re­ 
main in bed for a long time because 
of illness or injury. The invalid 
may find th at the knees are too 
weak to bear weight when he get* 
out of bed for the first time and 
months may pass before full power 
returns. This is avoided by making 
a concerted effort to strengthen the 
structure thru appropriate exercise 
while still in bed. 


The quadriceps is so named be­ 
cause it has four origins. One set 
of fibers is attached to the pelvic 
bones and the three others to the 
outer, front, and central parts of 
the large thigh bone. The muscle 
converges, as it passes in a down­ 
ward direction, into a large tendon 
which extends over and includes 
the kneecap, and then proceeds to 
fasten to the larger bone on the 
lower leg. Contracting the muscle 
strengthens the leg and locks the 
knee to prevent it from bending. 
No wonder 
the 
individual 
feels 
wobbly when the structure is weak. 
Walking up and down stairs is most 
difficult 
because 
the 
quadriceps 
helps to lift the leg on ascending 
stairs and steadies it when descend­ 
ing. 
Victims frequently complain, 
“I feel all right but my knees are 
weak.” Others have been heard to 
remark. “The minute I stand up my 
knees buckle under me.” 
To avoid this condition more at­ 
tention must be paid to the quad­ 
riceps during convalescence. Those 
who are not allowed to bend the 
knee can contract the muscle with­ 
out moving the joint. This is done 
by keeping the heel on the bed 
while attem pting to draw up the 
kneecap. This should be done eight 
to IO times per m inute for five 
minutes every hour in the day. 
When there is nothing wrong with 
the extremity, the leg is stiffened 
and raised off the bed. This m a­ 
neuver also strengthens the quadri­ 
ceps. 
If someone else will hold 
back the leg the value of the exer­ 
cise is enhanced because increased 
resistance 
makes 
the 
extremity 
harder to lift. Patients who are 
permitted to sit up in bed and 
dangle the legs can exercise the 
muscle easily by extending 
and 
flexing the leg a t the knee. It also 
is possible to use the other ex­ 
tremity for resistive force by cross­ 
ing the legs. For greater resistance, 
authorities have recommended con­ 
traptions utilizing 
sandbags 
and 
weights suspended from pulleys. 


The quadriceps also has a ten­ 
dency to weaken whenever the knee* 
are injured or affected by such con­ 
ditions as arthritis. No one knows 
why this happens except that reflex 
changes probably are responsible. At 
any rate, it is advisable to exercise 
the quadriceps, otherwise the con­ 
valescent period may be prolonged. 
Furthermore, the knee suffers be­ 
cause the structure does not have 
the added support to hold It in 
place.

Top-Notch Attorney General Could Stop Government Corruption; FDR 


Occasionally "Fixed" A Tax Case; Contagious In Truman Administration

with Influence Inside the Roosevelt Ad- 
0 m inistration.) 


WASHINGTON—It has frequent­ 
ly been possible, both in Republican 
and Democratic administrations, to 
escape tax-fraud prosecution if you 
are im portant enough and if you 
know the right people. The chief 
difference today is that the Trum an 
adm inistration has gone in for tax- 
fixing on a much broader and lower 
scale. Even unim portant people now 
can get their taxes fixed. 
Several years ago, when Justice 
Tom Clark was attorney general, he 
was informed by his U.S. attorney 
in Los Angeles. Charles H. Carr, 
th at Charlie Chaplin, the famed 
comedian, had a sealed income-tax 
indictm ent hanging over his head 
ever since the Harding adm inistra­ 
tion. It had been kept secret and 
had not been prosecuted. 
Why the Republicans indicted, but 
failed to prosecute, is not known. 
Carr did not prosecute either, and 
later left the U. S. attorney’s office 
to become president of the Del Mar 
Race Track, owned in part by Joe 
Schenck, president of 20th Century- 
Fox. 
Carr, while U.S. attorney, had 
been given the job of investigating 
Schenck and certain other movie 
moguls. And though Schenck event­ 


ually was convicted in New York., 
Carr later wound up working for 
Schenck in Los Angeles. The other 
movie moguls were not prosecuted 
—why, nobody knows. 
It sometimes happens th at cases 
against men with influence lie dor­ 
m ant for years—sometimes until the 
Statute of Limitations expires. For 
instance, an FBI report on the 
bribe-taking of U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals 
Judge 
M artin 
T. 
Manton, 
gathered dust in the Justice Depart­ 
m ent—until forthright Frank Mur­ 
phy became attorney general. He 
dusted off the files and sent Judge 
M abton to Jail. 
FDR’s Record 
Incidentally, Joe Nunan, clerk to 
Judge M anton, and later Bob Hen- 
negan’s commissioner of internal 
revenue, bobs up from time to time 
in the background of the current 
congressional tax probe. 
Brank M urphy’s record In the Jus­ 
tice Departm ent 
illustrates 
what 
President Trum an could do if he ap­ 
pointed a courageous, crusading at­ 
torney 
general 
such 
as 
Francis 
Biddle or Estes Kefauver. He would 
need no corruption committee or 
Judge Tom Murphy if he made this 
one simple move. A forthright at­ 
torney general makes all the differ­ 
ence when it comes to corruption in 
government.

Forecasts Optimistic 


Almost without exception, business forecasts for 
1952 will predict semi-boom conditions, with high em­ 
ployment, high production, and a continued upward 
trend of prices, those who have had an advance 
glimpse of w’hat the oracles will say reveal.

The nation will continue prosperous if the inter­ 
national situation does not become worse, etc. Further 
curtailm ent of m anufacture of consumer goods will 
prevent an oversupply of some items—notably auto­ 
mobiles—which might otherwise occur.

But the risks entailed will not keep the oracles 
* from making their annual predictions. They will pre- 
* dict prosperity and inflation.

Some two months after Mr. T ru­ 
man became President lr. 1945 he 
made a remarkable statem ent to 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. It is recorded by the 
General in a book he wrote, “Cru­ 
sade 
in 
Europe,” 
published 
by 
Doubleday dc Co. From the context 
one infers that the time of the 
conversation was probably Juiv or 
July, 1945. 
“One day when the President was 
riding with Gen. Bradley and me he 
fell to discussing the future of some 
of our war leaders. I told him th at 
I had no ambition except to retire 
to a quiet home and from there do 
what little I could to help our people 
understand some of the great chan­ 
ges the war had brought to the 
world and the inescapable respon­ 
sibilities th at would devolve upon us 
all . . . 
“I shall never #orget the Presi­ 
dent’s answer. Up to th at time I 
had m et him casually on only tw o or 
three occasions. I had breakfast with 
him informally and had found him 
sincere, earnest, and a most plea­ 
sant person with whom ? * deal. 
Now, in the car, he suddenly turned 
toward me and said: ‘General, there 
Is nothing th at you may want th at 
I won’t try to help you g et T h at 
definitely and specifically includes 
the Presidency in 1946.’ ” 
The bearing of that incident, as 
the present article deals with K. Is 
not on whether Gen. Elsenhower 
will be a candidate for the Presi­ 
dency next year; the bearing is on 
the sort of man President Truman 
was in 1946. A tenable deduction 
from what he said to Gen. pften- 
bower is that Mr. Truman, two 
months after he had succeeded to 
the Presidency through the death 
of Franklin Roosevelt, did not in­ 
tend or wish to run on his own ac­ 
count for a full term in the ensuing 
election that would come in 1946. 
Was Awed By Job 
A related deduction is .that Mr. 
Truman was at that time a modest 
and humble man. This is borne out 
by much evidence apparent at the 
time. The appraisal of Mr. Truman, 
then so generally prevailing as to 
be practically universal, was re­ 
flected In current newspaper dis­ 
patches. A typical one, written by 
Mr. Bert Andrews of the New York 
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Herald Tribune, September 8, 1945, 
said, “The President is humble . . . 
he is awed by the tremendous res­ 
ponsibility th at has been put upon 
him . . .” 
The spirit of humanity, going with 
awed sense of responsibility th at 
was apparent in the Trum an of 
1945 might reasonably have been 
expected to continue. At that time 
the heaviest of Mr. Trum an’s res­ 
ponsibilities had not decended uj *i 
him. It was still assumed th at the 
recently ended war would'be follow­ 
ed by peace, th at Communist Russia 
would cooperate in bringing about 
peace, th at there would be “one 
world” taking form in and symboli­ 
zed by the United Nations. 
The change th at has taken place 
in Mr. Trum an is directly associated 
with the 1948 Presidential election. 
Democratic party leaders said with 
blunt frankness that Mr. Truman 
ought not to be nominated and th at 
if nominated he would not be elect­ 
ed. But whatever humility Mr. Tru­ 
man might himself feel about his 
adequacy for his office, he obviously 
resented low appraisal of his ade­ 
quacy by others. To Mr. Trum an the 
Missouri saying “show me” became 
“111 show ’em !” 
Admired His Spank 
In a spirit of defiance of party 
leaders who held th at the conven­ 
tion ought not to nominate him, 
Mr. Trum an got the nomination, as 
any President in office can. 
He 
embarked upon a campaign in which 
the dominating spirit was aggressive 
belligerency. Contrary to general ex­ 
pectation and to many specified 
predictions by highly placed author­ 
ities. he won. After his victory it 
was apparent th at a considerable 
contribution to it had been a feeling 
on. the p a n of some voters who, 
without giving thought to issues or 
other serious m atters, merely ad­ 
mired Mr. Trum an’s ‘ spunk.” 
It would be little wonder if Mr. 
Truman came to feel th at spunk’s 
the thing. In any event the country, 
since 1946 election, has had reason 
to* feel th at the present Trum an is 
not the Trum an Y I the early days 
of his administration. Utterances 
and actions by him have created an 
impression of qualities and traits 
th at do not commonly go with 
humility.

under FDR. During the Roosevelt 
administration it was almost im­ 
possible to fix a tax case unless it 
was done right at the top—in the 
White House.

Some of the most im portant cases 
Roosevelt took a hand in involved 
Boss 
Frank 
McHale, 
Democratic 
national committeeman from In­ 
diana, Brown and Root, the Texas 
contractors 
who 
backed 
Lyndon 
Johnson; and Andrew Jackson Hig­ 
gins, the Louisana boat builder. 
“Second Louisiana Purchase” 
There was also the “Second Louis­ 
iana Purchase”—when prosecution 
of certain top politicos was stopped 
dead in its tracks by a phone call 
from the White House. 
This occurred in 1940, after graft 
exposures by the W ashington Merry- 
Go-Round caused Attorney General 
Frank Murphy to prosecute Louis­ 
iana’s Gov. Dick Leche, Democratic 
National 
Committeeman 
Seymour 
Weiss, president of Louisiana State 
College J. Monroe Sm ith, Abe Shu- 
shan and various others. 
Murphy, who loved to prosecute 
like a hound dog likes to chase rab­ 
bits, was in full chase and deter­ 
mined to draw blood, when some­ 
thing happened. 
I first heard about It from the 
foreman of a grand jury lr) New 
Orleans who told how John Rogge, 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of the Justice Departm ent’s criminal 
division, was summoned from the 
Jury room by a phone call from 
Washington. The jury was consider­ 
ing a hot oil conspiracy case be­ 
tween Mayor Robert Maestri of New 
Orleans and the late Bill Helis, 
otherwise 
known 
as the Golden 
Greek, and a partner of Frankie 
Costello. 
When he came back from th at 
W ashington phone call. Rogge told 
the grand jury that their work was 
over. 
Curious, I asked Frank Murphy 
what had happened. He admitted 
th at he had called Rogge and in­ 
structed him to drop the case. He 
had done this regretfully, he said, 
on orders from the White House. 
The President needed the support of 
the Louisiana delegation to be nom­ 
inated in Chicago. 
Thus was consummated the “Sec­ 
ond Louisiana Purchase.” 
The Old Boat Builder 
The Andrew Jackson Higgins case 
took place at the height of Roose­ 
velt’s 1944 campaign for re-election. 
Andy was chairman of the Business­ 
men for Roosevelt Committee, and 
was slated to make an im portant 
speech in Philadelphia introducing 
FDR to a big campaign crowd just 
two weeks before election. But the 
night before the speech Higgins got 
word th at M orgenthau’* men had 
found him tax delinquent to the 
tune of about $1,000,000. 
At this point Andrew Jackson 
Higgins became as belligerent as the 
m an for whom he was named. He 
served an ultimatum th at instead 
of introducing the President next 
day he would come out publicly for 
Dewey. Poi- one whole night before 
the Philadelphia speech, Howard 
Hunter, mn assistant to Harry Hop­ 
kins, had to sit up holding Higgins* 
hand. 
Finally Henry Morgenthau was 
persuaded 
to call 
off his men. 
Higgins made his speech, then re­ 
tained Hugh Fulton, counsel to tho 
Trum an committee and close friend 
of the new vice president. In the 
end Higgins was not prosecuted. He 
paid his taxes In installments. 
These 
cases went against the 
grain of such men as Morgenthau 
and honest Howard Ickes. However, 
there were not many of them, and

The Law Of The Air 


The questions raised by Hungary’s 
ransom demand on American mili­ 
tary fliers are: 
1. Is the United States engaged 
In war with Hungary? If so, do 
the laws of war apply? 
2. If the United States is not 
at war with Hungary, is that coun­ 
try a neutral in a war in which the 
United States is involved? 
3. If Hungary is a neutral, what 
is the nature of the war and who 
are the belligerents? 
4. Under which laws of nations 
were these fliers seized? 
Since 1919, a vast body of inter­ 
national law and precedent has 
been established governing bellig­ 
erent, neutral and civil aviation. 
According to the 
convention 
ot 
October 13. 1919, signed at Paris, it 
was agreed: 


“The high contracting par­ 
ties recognise that every power 
has 
complete 
and 
exclusive 
sovereignty over the air space 
above its territory. 
“For 
the 
purpose 
of 
the 
present convention the territory 
et a state shall be understood 
as including the national terri­ 
tory, both that of the mother 
country and of the colonies, and 
the territorial waters adjacent 
thereto.” 


The Havana Convention of Feb­ 
ruary 20. 1928, to which the Unit­ 
ed States was a party, stipulated: 
"The high contracting parties re­ 
cognize th at every state has com­ 
plete and exclusive sovereignty over 
the air space above its territory and 
territorial waters.” 
Congress, on May 20. 1926, passed 
the Air Commerce Act which laid 
down American fundam ental law 
on the subject: 
“The Congress 
hereby 
declares 
th at the Government of the United 
States has. to the exclusion of all 
foreign 
nations, 
complete 
sover­ 
eignty of the air-space over tho 
lands and waters of the United 
States, including the Canal Zone. 
Aircraft a part of the armed forces 
of any foreign nation shall not be 
navigated in the United States, in­ 
cluding the Canal Zone, except in 
accordance with an authorization 
granted by the Secretary of State.” 
In the Havana Convention the 
contracting parties agreed: 
“To 
disarm 
and 
intern 
every 
rebel force crossing their boundar­ 
ies the expenses of internm ent to 
be borne by the state where public 
order may have been disturbed. The 
arms found In the hands of the 
rebels may be seized and withdrawn 
by the government of the country 
granting asylum, to be returned, 
once the struggle has ended, to the 
state in civil strife.” 
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This principle is important la 
our difficulties with Hungary 
(although this document does 
not apply) because these fliers 
are not rebels against any coun­ 
try, nor can they be called spies, 
they simply lost their way and 
carried conventional equipment, 
were 
they 
rebels 
or 
spies, 
against whom were they rebell­ 
ing and on whom were they 
spying? If they were en route ta 
Belgrade, and got lost, they 
could not have been spying on 
Hungary. This is a question of 
fact. Furthermore, \are we at 
war with Hungary that they are 
alert for American spies? If so, 
when did Congress, according to 
our Constitution, declare war on 
Hungary? 


The 1919 convention, amended in 
1929, required “freedom of innocent 
passage.” If fliers are lost, is it 
“innocent passage”? 
In World W ar I. when the mili­ 
tary airplane was introduced, it 
raised a new problem, namely, th# 
ownership of the air. Neutral coun­ 
tries, such as the Netherlands, were 
concerned about planes flying over 
their territory. It was generally held 
th at “belligerent aircraft had no 
right to enter neutral Jurisdiction. 
Disabled belligerent aircraft, air­ 
craft trying to escape from the en­ 
emy, aire aft lost in fog or storm, 
were with their personnel forced to 
land 
and 
interned 
by 
neutral 
states. 
“ ...W hen • belligerent 
aircraft 
passed over neutral territory with­ 
out intending to land, they wera 
fired at for the purpose of com­ 
pelling them to do so.” 


Is the belligerency of this 
flight 
asserted? 
And 
lf 
tha 
plane were that of a belligerent, 
is Hungary a neutral, and what 
is the war? The Havana Con­ 
vention of 1923 and the Panama 
Treaty of 1939 govern this ques­ 
tion of the relations of belliger­ 
ents and neutrals with regard to 
aircraft, but lf we think of 
these fliers and their plane In 
these terms, then World War 
III has commenced and Hun­ 
gary is our enemy. This mag­ 
nifies the problem greatly, bnt 
no 
other 
conclusion 
ran bo 
reached in terms of internation­ 
al law. 


On April 18, 1942, an American 
military plane landed near K ha­ 
barovsk. in Siberia, in the territory 
of Sovjpt Russia. That country was 
then in the paradoxical position of 
being our ally in the European war 
but a neutral in our war with Jap­ 
an. Soviet Russia interned the Am­ 
erican fliers and their plane aa 
belligerents in war flying into neu­ 
tral territory. 
In a word, the Soviet countries 
know no law and recognize none.

WASHINGTON — International 
blackmail isn’t all on the other 
side of the iron curtain. There is 
a good 
deal 
of 
it on this side. 
Some of the principal offenders are 
stockholders of Bolivfan tin com­ 
panies who live in Europe and who 
are closely 
identified 
with 
the 
British government and with tin 
interests in Malaya and Indonesia. 
For the biggest hold-up In the 
whole field of raw m aterials today 
is in tin, for which Bolivia is 
seeking to extort a high price from 
the United States. If granted, such 
a price will send up the cost of 
canned goods in America and other 
articles using tin containers. 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor­ 
poration, headed by S tuart Syming­ 
ton and backed up by the unani­ 
mous recommendations of the Sen­ 
ate 
Preparedness 
Committee, 
of 
which Senator 
Lyndon 
Johnson, 
Democrat, of Texas, is chairman, 
is refusing to bow to the Bolivian 
extortion. 
The facts are shocking in their 
boldness and in their utter dis­ 
regard of the interests of the Ameri­ 
can people. Here are the essential 
points: 


Defaults On Loans 


First, the Bolivian tin production 
is interwoven in the tax policies 
of the Bolivian government. The 
price of the tin is figured, not on 
the cost of production, but on the 
amount the Bolivian government 
and the rich producers choose to 
collect It is true that the expenses 
of the Bolivian government are met 
largely out of the tin tax, but. if 
the 
United 
States 
Government 
wants to subsidize a foreign govern­ 
m en t it could be better done by a 
direct grant or loan than by boost­ 
ing the price of raw materials in 
world markets. Bolivia, incidentally, 
has defaulted on every single loan 
made to her by the United States in 
recent years. 
Second, nobody knows how the 
gross feceipts from the tin tax and 
tin sales are split as between the 
Bolivian government and the stock­ 
holders who, according to London 
financial newspapers, are now get­ 
ting a IOO per cent return on their 
invested capital and who expect 
even more if the new phases of the 
blackmail should be successful. 
Third, the Bolivian costs of pro­ 
duction—according 
to their 
own 
figures—have gone up only 28 per 
cent since Korea, and the RPC, 
which does American buying for 
the stockpile, has been willing to 
raise the pre-Korean price from 
67 cents to $1.12 a pound, which 
includes the Bolivian export tax. 
This has been refused by Bolivia, 
and the Bolivian mining interests 
are demanding $150 and ara say­ 
ing. in effect: “America must come 
to us and accept our price.” 
Fourth, 
if 
the 
United 
States 
grants 
the 
Bolivian 
price, this 
automatically fixes the price for 
tin from Malaya and Indonesia and 
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the Belgian Congo even though the 
production costs in each of those 
three areas are much lower than 
in Bolivia. 
Fifth, if a foreign government 
can Include an export tax as a part 
of the cost of production of a raw 
m aterial and can increase th at tax 
a t will, the result will be, as the 
Senate committee has pointed out, 
that a foreign country has been 
given a 
key’ to 
the 
American 
treasury. The export tax has gone 
up IOO per cent, even though costa 
of production 
haven’t 
gone 
up 
more than 28 per cent. 
Sixth, the RFC has suspended its 
purchases of tin for the American 
stockpile until Bolivia ceases Ha 
extortion and comes to an under* 
standing based on sound commercial 
practices rather than gouging. 


RFC Is Balking 


It is apparent th at the Depart­ 
ment of State is giving heed to 
Bolivian government protests and is 
sensitive to Bolivian pressures to 
get the price accepted. But tha 
RPC is balking and is taking the 
position that, if th e United States 
wants to subsidize Bolivia, th at is 
a different m atter and th at this 
should not be allowed to affect the 
price of tin where it becomes a 
world price, because it will start a 
precedent in countries which have 
large supplies of oil, copper, rub­ 
ber and other commodities needed 
in the arm am ent program. 
A mission sent recently by tha 
RPC to Bolivia has reported th at 
the price asked is unreasons bls 
and that, while America should pay 
for tin a fair price th at includes 
a reasonable 
profit, 
there 
is no 
reason why the various tin -pro­ 
ducing companies owned by the 
British and other European inter­ 
ests should hold up Uncle Sam just 
because 
tin 
is needed 
to 
fight 
communism. 
It is a shameful chapter Jo in­ 
ternational affairs and, when all 
the facta come out through Sen­ 
ate 
investigation, 
maybe 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill 
will 
discover 
th at the British government will 
have lost in economic aid many 
{ 
times the dollars involved in the - 
Bolivian blackmail. For it seems 
certain th at expressions ot resent­ 
m ent will come from Congress when 
the mutual security program is up 
fen* further 
appropriations 
next 
year and particularly when aid to 
Britain is considered. 
The whole affair needs a thorough 
airing, and the Churchill govern­ 
ment might well be the first to 
clean its own bouse and show tha 
American people that it is not 
asking for aid on the one hand and 
with 
the 
other 
hand 
abetting 
Bolivian blackmail of the American 
treasury.

"Y"Centennial 


The fourth day after Christmas is a historic date 
for Americans playing an active part in perhaps the 
* 
largest lf not the oldest lay Christmas movement in 
the United States—the Young Men's Christian As- 
j 
sociatlon. The first YMCA in the United States was 
established in the chapel of Old South Meeting House 
in Boston a hundred years ago, on December 29, 1851. 
A YMCA in Montreal had been established 34 days 
* earlier. An international convention held in Cleveland 
I 
in June of this year celebrated the joint centenaries. 
The now world-wide society was founded in Lon­ 
don in 1844. The aim of George Williams (he was later 
. 
knighted) and the ll others who met with him to 
« 
organize the society was “the improvement of the 
. 
spiritual condition” of young men in the “drapery and 
other trades.” The need then was essentially urban; 
rapid industrialization was bringing more and more 
young men to cities where they had no ties. 
After a hundred years in the United States the 
* 
YMCA, for all its camps,' its rural branches and its 
far-flung semi-missionary activities, remains essen- 
’ 
tially an urban organization. The society now boasts 
some 1,700 associations—with almost two million mem­ 
bers—but most of these groups are centered in city 
areas. 
Some 140 railroad “Y’s” on some 40 rail lines still 
thrive. City associations sponsor some 125 industrial 
management clubs. Allowing for a recent trend to­ 
ward adult education and social relations, the YMCA 
for many years has served chiefly middle-class boys 
and young men. This despite the fact that more than 
IO per cent of the membership is made up of girls and 
women. 
The “Y” claims 19 degree-granting colleges—of 
which the best known is Springfield College, proving- 
ground of many an association secretary—and more 
than 100,000 students. In addition there are more than 
40Q college YMCA’s, and almost 10,000 Hi-Y’s (or high 
school associations). 
The YMCA has had an impressive war record. The 
Civil war disrupted the movement in the United States 
considerably, and the surviving organizations worked 
mostly with soldiers in the field. During World War I 
the YMCA “operated in every place where Americans 
trained or served,” and handled nine-tenths of the 
welfare work among American forces in Europe. 
The role of the “Y” in World War I in operating 
post exchanges—to free officers and men for active 
service—was misunderstood by some soldiers who com­ 
plained that other welfare organizations provided 
their services free. The “Y” wound up by selling some 
commodities at less than cost, and thankfully turned 
the PX Job over to the armed services after the Armis­ 
tice. An Army investigation in 1919 cleared the “Y” of 
all charges against it. Today, as in World War II the 
YMCA provides recreation for servicemen as part of 
the United Services Organization. 


No More Penny Post Cards 


The one-cent post card goes on January I, 1952, 
the way of the five-cent trolley ride, the five-cent 
cigar, the nickel beer. In raising charges for special 
mail services the 1951 session of Congress doubled the 
rate for “postals,” effective on the first day of the 
third month after the enactment of the bill. 
The administration had asked postal rate in­ 
creases to cover the actual cost of postal service—aside 
from the cost of carrying government mail and sub­ 
sidies to airlines. The additional revenue needed was 
$361 million a year. 
The extra revenue provided by the bill as passed 
was estimated at less than half that amount. More­ 
over, Congress later granted pay increases to postal 
workers at an estimated cost of $250 million a year. 
Except for a brief period during World War I, the 
'government has charged a penny each for post cards 
since the first government-printed post card was is­ 
sued on May I, 1873. Authorized by Congress in 1872, 
^he cards were to be of “good stiff paper.” They were 
being provided “to facilitate correspondence and to 
.provide for the transmission through the mail of 
messages, orders, notices, and other short communica­ 
tions either printed or written in pencil or ink.’* 
So-called “private”post cards were not authorized 
at the one-cent rate until 1898. The rate for all post 
cards was two cents from November 3, 1917 to July, 
,1919, as part of a general wartime raise in postal rates. 
The additional gross revenue realized—$44V2 million 
*in 1918, more than $71 million in 1919—did not go to 
meet postal costs but was paid directly to the Treasury. 
To help defray costs of paper and printing, and 
also to encourage commercial use of privately printed 
eards, Congress has now provided a IO per cent addi­ 
tional charge on government-printed cards sold in 
quantities of 50 or more. 
This has created quite a stir in direct mail ad­ 
vertising circles, and also among various associations, 
•clubs and lodges which use large numbers of the pre­ 
sent one-cent post cards. 
The situation Is confused by the price differential. 
The purchaser of 49 cards or less can buy them for a 
flat two cents each, but the purchaser of 50 or more 
must pay 2.2 cents each—$1.10 for 50 or $2.20 a hundred. 
In reversal of the usual practice in business circles, 
the buyer of large quantities Is penalized. 
This, of course, will merely cause additional an­ 
noyance to Post Office patrons. Users of more than 49 
of the cards will find it expedient—but exasperating 
—to have someone buy them 49 at a time, and thus 
- save $2 on each 1.000 cards. 


Forecasts Optimistic 


Almost without exception, business forecasts for 
1952 will predict semi-boom conditions, with high em­ 
ployment, high production, and a continued upward 
trend of prices, those who have had an advance 
glimpse of what the oracles will say reveal. 
There are the usual ifs, ands and buts, of course. 
The nation will continue prosperous if the inter­ 
national situation does not become worse, etc. Further 
curtailment of manufacture of consumer goods will 
prevent an oversupply of some items—notably auto­ 
mobiles—which might otherwise occur. 
These first-of-the-year forecasts always make in­ 
teresting reading, though hedged about with double 
talk. And of course it does not take an expert to pre­ 
dict that business will be good if the the government 
spends more than $50,000,000,000 regardless of what 
it is spent for. 
Predictions of what is ahead in the cold war are 
not worth a dime a dozen, at the first of the year or 
on any succeeding day during the next 12 months. 
The day-to-aay situation can change so rapidly that 
anyone who predicts probable developments takes the 
risk of having his predictions repudiated before they 
can be converted into type. 
But the risks entailed will not keep the oracles 
from making their annual predictions. They will pre­ 
dict prosperity and inflation.

Strengthening 


W eak Knees 


Few laymen have heard about the 
quadriceps muscle, yet this struc­ 
ture is one of the largest and most 
important of the body. It occupies 
most of the space called the thigh 
which, on sitting down, becomes the 
lap. 
The chief function of this 
muscle is to straighten the leg and 
keep the knee from buckling when 
standing 
upright or 
carrying 
a 
heavy load. 
Despite its size, the quadriceps 
has no staying power. With in­ 
activity, this muscle loses strength 
faster than any other in the body. 
Weakness occurs in those who re­ 
main in bed for a long time because 
of illness or injury. The invalid 
may find that the knees are tho 
weak to bear weight when he gets 
out of bed for the first time and 
months may pass before full power 
returns. This is avoided by making 
a concerted effort to strengthen the 
structure thru appropriate exercise 
while still in bed. 


The quadriceps is so named be­ 
cause it has four origins. One set 
of fibers is attached to the pelvic 
bones and the three others to the 
outer, front, and central parts of 
the large thigh bone. The muscle 
converges, as it passes in a down­ 
ward direction, into a large tendon 
which extends over and includes 
the kneecap, and then proceeds to 
fasten to the larger bone on the 
lower leg. Contracting the muscle 
strengthens the leg and locks the 
knee to prevent it from bending. 
No wonder 
the 
individual 
feels 
wobbly when the structure is weak. 
Walking up and down stairs is most 
difficult 
because 
the 
quadriceps 
helps to lift the leg on ascending 
stairs and steadies it when descend­ 
ing. 
Victims frequently complain, 
“I feel all right but my knees are 
weak.” Others have been heard to 
remark, “The minute I stand up my 
knees buckle under me.” 
To avoid this condition more at­ 
tention must be paid to the quad­ 
riceps during convalescence. Those 
who are not allowed to bend the 
knee can contract the muscle with­ 
out moving the joint. This is done 
by keeping the heel on the bed 
while attempting to draw up the 
kneecap. This should be done eight 
to IO times per minute for five 
minutes every hour in the day. 
When there is nothing wrong with 
the extremity, the leg is stiffened 
and raised off the bed. This m a­ 
neuver also strengthens the quadri­ 
ceps. 
If someone else will hold 
back the leg the value of the exer­ 
cise is enhanced because increased 
resistance 
makes 
the 
extremity 
harder to lift. Patients who are 
permitted to sit up in bed and 
dangle the legs can exercise the 
muscle easily by extending and 
flexing the leg at the knee. It also 
is possible to use the other ex­ 
tremity for resistive force by cross­ 
ing the legs. For greater resistance, 
authorities have recommended con­ 
traptions utilizing 
sandbags 
and 
weights suspended from pulleys. 


The quadriceps also has a ten­ 
dency to weaken whenever the knees 
are injured or affected by such con­ 
ditions as arthritis. No one knows 
why this happens except that reflex 
changes probably are responsible. At 
any rate, it is advisable to exercise 
the quadriceps, otherwise the con­ 
valescent period may be prolonged. 
Furthermore, the knee suffers be­ 
cause the structure does not have 
the added support to hold it in 
place.

Arthritis, neuritis, poor circula­ 
tion. and injury are possible causes.

Mrs. B. writes: W hat is retinitis 
pigmentosa?

A chronic degeneration of the 
retina in which the vision fails 
gradually. Altho the cause is not 
known, a circulatory disturbance is 
suspected and many sufferers are 
helped by drugs Clat dilate the 
blood vessels.

Occasionally "Fixed" A Tax Case; Contagious In Truman Administration

WASHINGTON—It has frequent­ 
ly been possible, both in Republican 
and Democratic administrations, to 
escape tax-fraud prosecution if you 
are important enough and if you 
know the right people. The chief 
difference today is that the Truman 
administration has gone in for tax- 
fixing on a much broader and lower 
scale. Even unimportant people now 
can get their taxes fixed. 
Several years ago, when Justice 
Tom Clark was attorney general, he 
was informed by his U.S. attorney 
in Los Angeles, Charles H. Carr, 
th at Charlie Chaplin, the famed 
comedian, had a sealed income-tax 
indictment hanging over his head 
ever since the Harding administra­ 
tion. It had been kept secret and 
had not been prosecuted. 
Why the Republicans indicted, but 
failed to prosecute, is not known. 
Carr did not prosecute either, and 
later left the U. S. attorney’s office 
to become president of the Del Mar 
Race Track, owned in part by Joe 
Schenck, president of 20th Century- 
Fox. 
Carr, while U.S. attorney, had 
been given the Job of investigating 
Schenck and certain other movie 
moguls. And though Schenck event­ 


ually was convicted in New York., 
Carr later wound up working for 
Schenck in Los Angeles. The other 
movie moguls were not prosecuted 
—why, nobody knows. 
It sometimes happens th at cases 
against men with influence lie dor­ 
m ant for years—sometimes until the 
Statute of Limitations expires. For 
instance, an FBI report on the 
bribe-taking of U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals Judge 
Martin T. Manton, 
gathered dust in the Justice Depart- 
m entr-until forthright Frank Mur­ 
phy became attorney general. He 
dusted off the files and sent Judge 
Manton to jail. 
FDR's Record 
Incidentally, Joe Nunan, clerk to 
Judge Manton, and later Bob Hen- 
negan’s commissioner of internal 
revenue, bobs up from time to time 
in the background of the current 
congressional tax probe. 
Brank Murphy’s record in the Jus­ 
tice Department illustrates what 
President Truman could do if he ap­ 
pointed a courageous, crusading at­ 
torney 
general 
such 
as 
Francis 
Biddle or Estes Kefauver. He would 
need no corruption committee or 
Judge Tom Murphy if he made this 
one simple move. A forthright at­ 
torney general makes all the differ­ 
ence when it comes to corruption in 
government. 
It also illustrates what happened 
The Changed Truman

Some tw'o months after Mr. Tru­ 
man became President in 1945 he 
made a remarkable statement to 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. It is recorded by the 
General in a book he w’rote, “Cru­ 
sade 
in 
Europe,” 
published 
by 
Doubleday & Co. From the context 
one infers that the time of the 
conversation was probably J u ir or 
July, 1945. 
“One day when the President was 
riding with Gen. Bradley and me he 
fell to discussing the future of some 
of our war leaders. I told him that 
I had no ambition except to retire 
to a quiet home and from there do 
what little I could to help our people 
understand some of the great chan­ 
ges the war had brought to the 
world and the inescapable respon­ 
sibilities th at would devolve upon us 
all . . . 
“I shall never forget the Presi­ 
dent’s answer. Up to that time I 
had met him casually on only two or 
three occasions. I had breakfast with 
him informally and had found him 
sincere, earnest, and a most plea­ 
sant person with whom t » deal 
Now, in the car, he suddenly turned 
toward me and said: ’General, there 
is nothing that you may want that 
I won’t try to help you get. That 
definitely and specifically injuries 
the Presidency in 1948.’” 
The bearing of that incident, as 
the present article deals with K, is 
not on whether Gen. Eisenhower 
will be a candidate for the Presi­ 
dency next year; the bearing is on 
the sort of man President Truman 
was in 1945. A tenable deduction 
from what he said to Gen. Fflen- 
hower is that Mr. Truman, two 
months after he had succeeded to 
the Presidency through the death 
of Franklin Roosevelt, did not in­ 
tend or wish to run on his own ac­ 
count for a full term in the ensuing 
election that would come in 1948. 
Was Awed By Job 
A related deduction is .that Mr. 
Truman was at that time a modest 
and humble man. This is borne out 
by much evidence apparent at the 
time. The appraisal of Mr. Truman, 
then so generally prevailing as to 
be practically universal, was re­ 
flected in current newspaper dis­ 
patches. A typical one, written by 
Mr. B en Andrews of the New York 


Herald Tribune, September 8, 1945, 
said, “The President is humble . . . 
he is awed by the tremendous res­ 
ponsibility that has been put upon 
him . . . ” 
The spirit of humanity, going with 
awed sense of responsibility that 
was apparent in the Truman of 
1945 might reasonably have been 
expected to continue. At that time 
the heaviest of Mr. Truman’s res­ 
ponsibilities had not decended uj n 
him. It -was still assumed that the 
recently ended war would*be follow­ 
ed by peace, th at Communist Russia 
would cooperate in bringing about 
peace, that there would be “one 
world” taking form in and symboli­ 
zed by the United Nations. 
The change that has taken place 
in Mr. Truman is directly associated 
with the 1948 Presidential election. 
Democratic party leaders said with 
blunt frankness that Mr. Truman 
ought not to be nominated and that 
if nominated he would not be elect­ 
ed. But whatever humility Mr. Tru­ 
man might himself feel about his 
adequacy for his office, he obviously 
resented low appraisal of his ade­ 
quacy by others. To Mr. Truman the 
Missouri saying “show me” became 
“I'll show ’em!” 
Admired His Spunk 
In a spirit of defiance of party 
leaders who held th at the conven­ 
tion ought not to nominate him, 
Mr. Truman got the nomination, as 
any President in office can. 
He 
embarked upon e campaign in which 
the dominating spirit was aggressive 
belligerency. Contrary to general ex­ 
pectation and to many specified 
predictions by highly placed author­ 
ities, he won. After his victory it 
was apparent that a considerable 
contribution to it had been a feeling 
on the part of some voters who, 
without giving thought to issues or 
other serious matters, merely ad­ 
mired Mr. Truman’s “spunk.” 
It would be I t tie wonder if Mr. 
Truman came to feel that spunk’s 
the thing. In any event the country, 
since 1948 election, has had reason 
to* feel that the present Truman is 
not the Truman ‘cf the early days 
of his administration. Utterances 
and actions by him have created an 
impression of qualities and traits 
that do not commonly go with 
humility.

Roosevelt took a hand in involved

diana, Brown and Root, the Texas

Johnson; and Andrew Jackson Hig­ 
gins, the Louisana boat builder.

There was also the “Second Louis­ 
iana Purchase”—when prosecution 
of certain top politicos was stopped 
dead in its tracks by a phone call 
from the White House. 
This occurred in 1940, after graft 
exposures by the Washington Merry- 
Go-Round caused Attorney General 
Frank Murphy to prosecute Louis­ 
iana’s Gov. Dick Leche, Democratic 
National 
Committeeman Seymour 
Weiss, president of Louisiana State 
College J. Monroe Smith, Abe Shu- 
shan and various others. 
Murphy, who loved to prosecute 
like a hound dog likes to chase rab­ 
bits, was in full chase and deter­ 
mined to draw blood, when some­ 
thing happened. 
I first heard about it from the 
foreman of a grand jury irl New 
Orleans who told how* John Rogge, 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of the Justice Department’s criminal 
division, was summoned from the 
jury room by a phone call from 
Washington. The jury was consider­ 
ing a hot oil conspiracy case be­ 
tween Mayor Robert Maestri of New 
Orleans and the late Bill Helis, 
otherwise known as the Golden 
Greek, and a partner of Frankie 
Costello. 
When he came back from that 
Washington phone call. Rogge told 
the grand jury that their work was 
over. 
Curious, I asked Frank Murphy 
what had happened. He admitted 
that he had called Rogge and in­ 
structed him to drop the case. He 
had done this regretfully, he said, 
on orders from the White House. 
The President needed the support of 
the Louisiana delegation to be nom­ 
inated in Chicago. 
Thus was consummated the “Sec­ 
ond Louisiana Purchase.” 
The Old Boat Builder 
The Andrew Jackson Higgins case 
took place at the height of Roose­ 
velt’s 1944 campaign for re-election. 
Andy was chairman of the Business­ 
men for Roosevelt Committee, and 
was slated to make an important 
speech in Philadelphia introducing 
FDR to a big campaign crowd just 
two weeks before election. But the 
night before the speech Higgins got 
word that Morgenthau’a men had 
found him tax delinquent to the 
tune of about $1,000,000. 
At this point Andrew Jackson 
Higgins became as belligerent as the 
man for whom he was named. He 
served an ultimatum that instead 
of introducing the President next 
day he would come out publicly for 
Dewey. For one whole night before 
the Philadelphia speech, Howard 
Hunter, an assistant to Harry Hop­ 
kins, had to sit up holding Higgins* 
hand. 
Finally Henry Morgenthau was 
persuaded to call off his men, 
Higgins made his speech, then re­ 
tained Hugh Fulton, counsel to the 
Truman committee and close friend 
of the new vice president. In the 
end Higgins was not prosecuted. He 
paid his taxes in installments. 
These cases went 
against the 
grain of such men as Morgenthau 
and honest Howard Ickes. However, 
there were not many of them, and

The Law O f The Air 


The questions raised by Hungary’s 
ransom demand on American mili­ 
tary fliers are; 
1. Is the United States engaged 
In war with Hungary? If so, do 
the laws of war apply? 
2. If the United States is not 
at war with Hungary, is that coun­ 
try a neutral in a war in which the 
United States is Involved? 
3. If Hungary is a neutral, what 
is the nature of the war and who 
are the belligerents? 
4. Under which laws of nations 
were these fliers seized? 
Since 1919, a vast bcdv of inter­ 
national law and precedent has 
been established governing bellig­ 
erent, neutral and civil aviation. 
According to the 
convention 
ot 
October 13. 1919, signed at Paris, it 
was agreed: 


“The high contracting par­ 
ties recognize that every power 
has 
complete 
and 
exclusive 
sovereignty over the sir space 
above its territory. 
“For 
the 
purpose 
of 
the 
present convention the territory 
of a state shall be understood 
as including the national terri­ 
tory, both that of the mother 
country and of the colonies, and 
the territorial waters adjacent 
thereto.” 


The Havana Convention of Feb­ 
ruary 20. 1928. to which the Unit­ 
ed States was a party, stipulated: 
“The high contracting parties re­ 
cognize th at every state has com­ 
plete and exclusive sovereignty over 
the air space above its territory and 
territorial waters.” 
Congress, on May 20. 1926, passed 
the Air Commerce Act which laid 
down American fundamental law 
on the subject : 
“The Congress hereby declares 
that the Government of the United 
States has. to the exclusion of all 
foreign 
nations, 
complete 
sover­ 
eignty of the air-space over tha 
lands and waters of the United 
States, including the Canal Zone. 
Aircraft a part of the armed forces 
of any foreign nation shall not be 
navigated in the United States, in­ 
cluding the Canal Zone, except in 
accordance with an authorization 
granted by the Secretary of State.” 
In the Havana Convention the 
contracting parties agreed: 
“To disarm 
and 
intern every 
rebel force crossing their boundar­ 
ies the expenses of internment to 
be borne by the state where public 
order may have been disturbed. The 
arms found in the hands of the 
rebels may be seized and withdrawn 
by the government of the country 
granting asylum, to be returned, 
once the struggle has ended, to the 
state in civil strife.”

This principle is important in 
our difficulties with Hungary 
(although this document does 
not apply) because these fliers 
are not rebels against any coun­ 
try, nor can they be called spies, 
they simply lost their way and 
carried conventional equipment, 
were 
they

spies, 
against whom were they rebell­ 
ing and on whom were they 
spying? If they were en route to 
Belgrade, and got lost, they 
could not have been spying on 
Hungary. This is a question of 
fact. Furthermore, tare we at 
war with Hungary that they are 
alert for American spies? If so, 
when did Congress, according to 
our Constitution, declare war on 
Hungary? 


The 1919 convention, amended in 
1929, required “freedom of Innocent 
passage.” If fliers are lost, is it 
“innocent passage"? 
In World War I, when the mili­ 
tary airplane was introduced, it 
raised a new problem, namely, th® 
ownership of the air. Neutral coun­ 
tries. such as the Netherlands, were 
concerned about planes flying over 
their territory. It was generally held 
that “belligerent aircraft had no 
right to enter neutral jurisdiction. 
Disabled belligerent aircraft, air­ 
craft trying to escape from the en­ 
emy, aircraft lost in fog or storm, 
were with their personnel forced to 
land 
and 
interned 
by 
neutral 
states. 
“ ...W hen • belligerent 
aircraft 
passed over neutral territory with­ 
out intending to land, they aer® 
fired at for the purpose of com­ 
pelling them to do so.” 


Is the belligerency of this 
Hight 
asserted? 
And 
lf 
th® 
plane were that of a belligerent, 
is Hungary* a neutral, and what 
is the war? The Havana Con­ 
vention of 19?8 and the Panama 
Treaty of 1939 govern this ques­ 
tion of the relations of belliger­ 
ents and neutrals with regard to 
aircraft, but if we think of 
these fliers and their plane in 
these terms, then World War 
III has commenced and Hun­ 
gary is our enemy. This mag­ 
nifies the problem greatly, but 
no 
other 
conclusion 
can be 
reached in terms of internation­ 
al law, 


On April 18, 1942. an American 
military plane landed near Kha­ 
barovsk, in Siberia, in the territory 
of Sovjgt Russia. That country was 
then in the paradoxical position of 
being our ally in the European war 
but a neutral in our war with Jap­ 
an. Soviet Russia interned the Am­ 
erican fliers and their plane as 
belligerents in war flying into neu­ 
tral territory. 
In a word, the Soviet countries 
know no law and recognize none.

WASHINGTON — International 
blackmail isn’t all on the other 
side of the iron curtain. There is 
a good 
deal 
of 
it on this side. 
Some of the principal offenders are 
stockholders of Bolivian tin com­ 
panies who live in Europe and who 
are closely 
identified 
with 
the 
British government and with tin 
interests in Malaya and Indonesia. 
For the biggest hold-up in the 
whole field of raw* materials today 
is in tin, for which Bolivia is 
seeking to extort a high price from 
the United States. If granted, such 
a price will send up the cost of 
canned goods in America and other 
articles using tin containers. 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor­ 
poration, headed by Stuart Syming­ 
ton and backed up by the unani­ 
mous recommendations of the Sen­ 
ate 
Preparedness 
Committee, 
of 
which Senator 
Lyndon 
Johnson, 
Democrat, of Texas, is chairman, 
is refusing to bow to the Bolivian 
extortion. 
The facts are shocking in their 
boldness and in their utter dis­ 
regard of the interests of the Ameri­ 
can people. Here are the essential 
points: 


Defaults On Loans 


First, the Bolivian tin production 
is interwoven in the tax policies 
of the Bolivian government. The 
price of the tin is figured, not on 
the cost of production, but on the 
amount the Bolivian government 
and the rich producers choose to 
collect. It is true that the expenses 
of the Bolivian government are met 
largely out of the tin tax, but. if 
the 
United 
States 
Government 
wants to subsidize a foreign govern­ 
ment, it could be better done by a 
direct grant or loan than by boost­ 
ing the price of raw materials in 
world markets. Bolivia, incidentally, 
has defaulted on every single loan 
made to her by the United States in 
recent years. 
Second, nobody knows how the 
gross feceipts from the tin tax and 
tin sales are split as between the 
Bolivian government and the stock­ 
holders who, according to London 
financial newspapers, are now get­ 
ting a IOO per cent return on their 
invested capital and who expect 
even more lf the new phases of the 
blackmail should be successful. 
Third, the Bolivian costs of pro­ 
duction—according 
to their 
own 
figures—have gone up only 28 per 
cent since Korea, and the RFC, 
which does American buying for 
the stockpile, has been willing to 
raise the pre-Korean price from 
67 cents to $1.12 a pound, which 
includes the Bolivian export tax. 
This has been refused by Bolivia, 
and the Bolivian mining interests 
are demanding $1.50 and are say­ 
ing, in effect: “America must coom 
to us and accept our price.”

automatically fixes the price for 
tin. from Malaya and Indonesia and

the Belgian Congo even though the 
production costs in each of those 
three areas are much lower than 
in Bolivia. 
Fifth, if a foreign government 
can include an export tax as a part 
of the cost of production of a raw 
material and can increase that tax 
at will, the result will be, as the 
Senate committee has pointed out, 
that a foreign country has been 
given a 
key 
to 
the 
American 
treasury. The export tax has gone 
up IOO per cent, even though costs 
of production 
haven’t 
gone 
up 
more than 28 per cent. 
Sixth, the RFC has suspended Its 
purchases of tin for the American 
stockpile until Bolivia ceases its 
extortion and comes to an under* 
standing based on sound commercial 
practices rather than gouging. 


RPC Is Balking 


It is apparent that the Depart­ 
ment of State is giving heed to 
Bolivian government protests and is 
sensitive to Bolivian pressures to 
get the price accepted. But th® 
RPC is balking and is taking the 
position that, if the United States 
wants to subsidize Bolivia, that is 
a different m atter and that this 
should not be allowed to affect the 
price of tin where it becomes a 
world price, because it will start a 
precedent in countries which have 
large supplies of oil, copper, rub­ 
ber and other commodities needed 
in the armament program. 
A mission sent recently by th® 
RPC to Bolivia has reported th at 
the price asked is unreasonable 
and that, while America should pay 
for tin a fair price th at Includes 
a reasonable 
profit, 
there 
is no 
reason why the various tin-pro­ 
ducing companies owned by the 
British and other European inter­ 
ests should hold up Uncle Sam Just 
because 
tin 
is needed 
to 
fight 
communism. 
It is a shameful chapter in In­ 
ternational affairs and, when all 
the facts come out through Sen­ 
ate 
investigation, 
maybe 
Prim® 
Minister 
Churchill 
will 
discover 
th at the British government will 
have lost in economic aid many 
times the dollars involved in the 
Bolivian blackmail. For it seems 
certain that expressions of resent­ 
m ent will come from Congress when 
the mutual security program Is up 
for further 
appropriations 
next 
year and particularly when aid to 
Britain is considered. 
The whole affair needs a thorough 
airing, and the Churchill govern­ 
ment might well be the first to 
clean its own house and show th® 
American people that It is not 
asking for aid on the one hand and 
with

hand 
abetting 
Bolivian blackmail of the American 
treasury.

State Group Urges 
Close Conservation 


The effectiveness of grass and 
legumes 
In 
holding soil 
against 
erosion seems well known, but good 
top-soil still goes down the river 
with every heavy rain and too many 
farmers are losing the best part of 
their farms from erosion, says the 
Maryland Production and M arket­ 
ing Administration State Commit­ 
tee. 
To bring out the point, the PMA 
calls attention to a study made at 
the Northwest Appalachian Conser­ 
vation Experiment Station at Zanes­ 
ville, Ohio. 
The study showed that bluegrass, 
limed and fertilized, was 5.227 times 
more effective in holding soil and IO 
times more effective in conserving 
rainfall than continuously growing 
corn on the same land. 
An acre of bluegrass lost an aver­ 
age of 38 pounds of soil annually for 
8 consecutive years while the same 
kind of land continuously cropped 
to com lost 198,000 pounds.

Should Be Used 
To Hold Soil 


State Group Urges 
Close Conservation 


The effectiveness of grass and 
legumes 
in holding soil 
against 
erosion seems well known, but good 
top-soil still goes down the river 
with every heavy rain and too many 
farmers are losing the best part of 
their farms from erosion, says the 
Maryland Production and Market­ 
ing Administration State Commit­ 
tee. 
To bring out the point, the PMA 
calls attention to a study made at 
the Northwest Appalachian Conser­ 
vation Experiment Station at Zanes­ 
ville, Ohio. 
The study showed that bluegrass, 
limed and fertilized, was 5,227 times] 
more effective in holding soil and IO * 
times more effective in conserving 
rainfall than continuously growing 
corn on the same land. 
An acre of bluegrass lost an aver­ 
age of 38 pounds of soil annually for 
8 consecutive years while the same 
kind of land continuously cropped 
to com lost 198,000 pounds.
